statuo has been er&ctod to his memory 
near tho spot whoro ho foil. 
It will 


bo noted that In this uiatuo tho horso 
nan two feet off thw ground, which in- 
dicate* that Its rider was killed. 
Statues on tho field at Gettysburg 
where tho horso has ono foot off the 
ground Indicate that tho r4dor Tvaa 
wounded, while those having all four 
foot on tn* ground shovr that tho rldur 
escaped unhurt, . 


Even the^loath of General Reynolds 


could not »tay tho fury of ths battle. 
General Abnor Doubloday ouccaodod 
to tho command of the First Corps. 
By one o'clock both eld.es had been 
greatly reinforced and tho lino of bat- 
tlo extended north of tho town from 
Seminary Ridge Lo tho banks of Rock 
Crock. About tho mlddfo of tha after- 
noon tho Union troops wero being 
i joHsed bach: towards Gettysburg and 
/Ivo thouHftnd men undor tho command 
of General Curl Shurjs had boon cap- 
tured, nearly half of tho right wing of 
the Union forces woro either dead or 


wounded and the Irft wing had been 
forced to take rofugft on Cemetery 
Ridfin* 


It was In tho flrat day's battle that 


tho old Constable John Burns made 
his appearanco. 
This man haa tho 


distinction of being tho only civilian 
who fought In the Battle of Gettys- 
burg. 
Ho was born In Now Jersey 


and was of Scotch parentage. He had 
as a mere boy nerved In the War of 
1S12, fighting- against tho British, and 
at tho opening of tao Civil War he 
triad to enlist but wna declared too 
old. Ho became a conalablo of Gettys- 
burg: Jn 180JJ, nnd whon tho batUo 
(.ccurroij ho was in a fighting mood. 
Aftt.r tho flrat hour of battle Burns 
secured a gun from n "wounded soldier 
and Riling hie pockets with cartridges 
rushed through the Union lines and 
bogeod permission to fight. His offer 
was accepted and ho wwa ordered t- 
tho woods, but this vaa not to his 
Hiring and ho persisted in going for- 
ward on the skirmish line. Ho 'was 
known to his friends as a dead shot 
and ho picked ofC whomever of tho 
ronfoderatea h» selected. During tho 
battlo ho was wounded throe times and 
loft Tor dead on the field by tho hos- 
pital corpfi. Ho finally dragged him- 
self to a log house and fainted at the 
door. 
Later he was recognized and 


sent homo "where under hla wife's caro 
ho recovered and Jived until 1872. A 
splendid monument has been erected 
to his memory by the citizens of Get- 
tysburg. It stands on Stono Avonuo 


and flhowe tho old man with hla gun 
la hla hand a-nd In the oovtume ho 
wor» during the battle—baggy trous- 
ers and a swallow-tailed coat. 


The only civilian kJllcd during- the 


Battle of Gettysburg mot death on the 
first day. 
It waa a young girl by tho 


namo of Jennie Wade. As the wound- 
ed soldlora were being brought Into 
town it "was discovered that tho food 
supply waa running short and several 
of tho Gettysburg women began to 
bake broad. Jennie \Vad« who lived 
in a modest horns on Baltimore Street, 
~ras one of them. 
All day long she 


worked, tho .bread being given to 
friend and foo alike. During tho prog- 
ress of tho fight tier homo came tn 
exact range of tho two lines of battle 
and sho was admonished to leave It 
but refused and continued her work. 
Just before the first day's battlo ended 
a stray bullet pierced her heart and 
the girl ^ell dead In tho kitchen of her 
home. 
At about the samo hour a 


Confederato officer of high rank was 
killed near tho house and his com- 
rades wore preparing a coffin for him, 
but before It was completed they were 
compelled to leave and the body of 
tho dead girl was buried In tho coffin 
Intended for the Southerner, Sho was 
interred In the C'ltlaon's cemetery nt 
Gettysburg and a beautiful monument 
has been erected over her gravo. I 
ta said that both her father n.nd her 
lover were fighting on the Union "side 
at tho time sho met her death, and 
that her father was killed in tho en- 
gagement. 


One of the curious incidents of the 


first day's battle was that neither of 
the commanding officers desired to 
have the battle take p'.rco at Gettys- 
burg. 
General Meado was anxious to 


fight at Pipe Croek, and General Lee 
desired to meet tho Union forces at 
Cash town, but the battlo 
focused 
near Gettysburg. 
The colored pop- 


ulation were in a state o£ panic, 
for they had been taught to believe 
that they would be totally annihilated 
when "the rebolB" arrived, and many 
of thorn managed to set farther North, 
dragging all their earthly belongins? 
with them. 
An old resident of the 


town telia ho-w he saw tho negroes 
moving, and how when the little chil- 
dren did not walk rapidly enough 
their mothers would say, "Fo, do Lord 
sake, you Chilian coma right 'long1 
quick I If dem Heba dun kotch you 
dey tear you all up!" 
The warning1 


ueually had tho desired effect with 
the thoroughly frightened pickanin- 
nies. However, when tho Confederates 
came it wo« found that thoy wanted 
food, money and horses and that lit- 
tle attention -woa paid to tho colored 
people who remained, in the town. 


At one ttmo during the battlo Gen- 
eral Gordon, of Georgia, had charged 
across Rock Creole and reached tho 
summit of a hill now known as Bar- 
low's Knoll. Ho observed a Union of- 
ficer of high, rank lying on tho ground. 
Ho dismounted and finding the officer 


was General Barlow he asked If ho 
could do anything for him. Barlow 
declared that he was dying and ex- 
pressed a wish to see hi* wife beforo 
death came. 
General Gordon, rode 


away and dispatched a messenger to 
Mrs, Barlow, who was staying at tho' 
Eleventh Corps' headquarters, 
Bho | 


was conducted through tha Conlfc-"- 
erato lines and found her husband still 
alive on the' fieldJ She had him taken, 
to tho Bender home nearby, where by! 
her 
careful nursing 
he recovered, j 


Twenty yeara after the battle General 
Gordon and General Barlow met at a i 
banquet In Washington: 
"Are you any relation to General 


Barlow who was killed at Gettys- 
burg?" 


"Yes, 
I am the roan," answered 


Barlow. "Are you any relation to the. 
General Gordon who was reported 
dead at Gettysburg?" 


General Gordon was under the Im- 


pression that Barlow haa died soon.! 
after he left him on tho field, and as 
there was a General Gordon, of tha 
Confederato army killed each thovght 
tho other dead. 


The first day*s flght was a gloomy s 
one for the Union forces, and had the 
Confederntea known of the complete 
disorganisation of tho Federal troops'] 
they might hsve pursued ar»« captured 
x large part of the army. General 
Meade was several miles from the fliild 
when he received tho new* of the 
death of Reynolds, He at once sisnt 
Hancock to take general charge until 
he himself should "arrive. 
General 


Hancock came on(ithe xfield1ata in lha 
afternoon and hi* pres«Sc» had a ten- 
dency to cheer &ie fallen spirits of tho 
mon. He assured them that reinforce- 
ments would arrive durlnj the night 
and that victory was surely In sftffht on 
the morrow. 
, < 


Thus ended tho vflrst day's flgtrt oa 


that great battlefield, hours before tha 
arrival of General Meade, and had It 
been all to tell of Gettysburg, another 
defeat ot tha Army of the Potomac by- 
Lee's gallant sons of the South •would. 
have been added to the many -which 
had preceded it. But both of the com- 
manding Generals decided to continue 
the engagement there, and orders wera 
issued to gather in their respective 
outlying foroea for th« terrible carnage, 
which would follow on th* morrorw's 
morn. 
Lea had lost Jackaon at 


Chancellorsrvllle—perhaps the greatest 
Corps Commander th* world, bo's ever 
known, and there wa* no one to tako 
his place. 'Stuart for some unaccount- 
able reason had failed to appear on 
that day and his exact whereabout^ 
were unknown. But Meade had gath- 
ered In all his available fore** aod t-baj 
two armies rested that night within a 
short distance ol.each other waiting th* 
coming of the dawn, when th* trom-' 
pets should sonnfe the roll-call tor th* 
day—the last on* on earth to many; 
thousands of those brave soldier* who 
on that beautiful July day irer* to so 
to their final roll-call beyond* tha 
grave.

Joseph Was Long Misunderstood. 
Joseph's ' brethren' fulled to, under- 


stand him—so great was the difference 
between their characters and his. Even 
after they had become moro sympa- 
thetic and' tender-hearted, tbey had 
atill a sufllciency of bitterness of spirit 
and of animosity that, had they been 
lu Joseph's place, they would" have 
seen that somehow or other future 
punishments would have bean tneted 
out 
They wore, therefore, surprised 


by Joseph's worfls pf brotherly kind- 
ness and sympathy, and unable to bo- 
lleve that he meant'll. They concluded 
that he was'dealing graciously with 
them for bis lather's enUo. 
.So -wo Hud, years afterward, these 
ten brethren \vei-o In trepidation lest 
Joseph sbotllcl wreak vengeance upon 
thcih after Uiat Jacob had died. They 
went to him,'asklng for a continuance 
.of his .forgiveness. 
But Joseph com- 


forted them, and gpako kindly unto 
them.—Genesis 00:19-21.

Jacob In Egypt. 


Joseph hail planned that for the five 


remaining years of the fnmlne, -at 
least, his father Jacob and Indeed the 
entire family should co'me into Egypt. 
Ho thought of tuo district styled Gosli- 
en' as very suitable for them, bolnjr a 
eattlo-gr»zlng locality. 
Pharaoh gave 


full conserj't, and-suggested that Egyp- 
tia^wagons bo sent to fetch Jacob nnd 
the women and children. 
. Joseph prepared delicacies Cor 'the 
journey. ..anil'little presents, indicative 
of his love. Ho sent a special message 
to Jils father, and urged haste in com- 
ing Into Egypt. Then he kissed them 
all goodby,.saying: . 


"Fall Not Out'by tha Way." 


Evidently Joseph ;waa a keen observ- 


er of human nature. Many would bare 
thought It unnecessary to caution tho 
brethren against .disputes amongst 
themselves under ' all tho circum- 
stances. Sfnny would hav»i>ald, "They 
will be so overjoyed'thnt love will pre- 
vail amongst thern.vand: no disputes." 
The contrary, however. Js often trne. 
When prosperity comes,,there are op- 
portunities . to feel more or 'less envy 
nnd selfishness.
